Labor Situation Constitutes Threat 
To Free Enterprise, Says Steel Chief

expressed the opinion that the continuously worsening labor situation constitutes a threat 


to the system of free American enterprise. 
This boy from Pigeon Run, Ohio, who made good in such a system, characterized the 
labor demands now threatening to paralyze this country’s major industries as “unreason- 


able and undemocratic” 
affected. 

“Unreasonable labor demands,” 
he added, “not only are unfair to 
industrial owners but are not fair 
to the American people as a 
whole.” 

Fairless, however, does not be- 
lieve that fundamentally the gulf 
separating labor and management 
is so wide that it cannot be 
bridged, “once we swing back into 
a system of free economy.” 

“Industry cannot live half free 
and half slave,” he declared, “and 
once OPA is out of the way ard 
we can arrive at a fair price for 
our products I‘am certain that la- 
bor and management can get to- 
gether on a fair wage increase.” 

He pointed out that it must not 
be forgotten that wages must be 
adjusted in a manner that will 
also permit a fair profit to own- 
ership. 

He cited the plight of Big Steel 
as perhaps typical of what other 
industries, now in the throes of 
labor trouble, are experiencing. 

“Today,” he said, “there is no 
profit in the steel industry as a 
whole. We are operating in the 
red. This is due primarily to two 
things. Number one is the height- 
ened wage structure resulting 
from the war and nun.ber two is 
the fact that steel’s prices were 
frozen at a low rate.” 

He said the steel industry en- 
joyed a prosperous year in 1937 
but slid into a bad vear in 1938. 
When business volume is poor, he 
said, prices become weak and as 
a@ result the price of steel in 1938

Although flushed and _ hoarse 
from a heavy cold, the Army’s 
new acting chief of staff appeared 
before the House Foreign Affairs 
Committee on America’s national 
feast day to declare: 

1. He knew from his own ob- 
servation in Germany that the re- 
lief agency “is operating with 
steadily increasing effectiveness.” 
He added that “UNRRA has been 
infused with new and vigorous 
leadership in whom I have the 
fullest confidence.” 

2. He was “convinced that the 
best way of developing the habit 
of (international) co-operation is 
by building and supporting the 
effective operating internationa) 
organizations such as UNRRA.” 
He said that “no nation is opu- 
lent enough” to do by itself the 
relief job Europe needs and that 
it must be a co-operative venture. 


Later Herbert H. Lehman, 
UNRRA director-general, reported 
in a Thanksgiving Day broadcast 
over CBS that the agency’s op- 
erations are “grinding to a stand- 
still” for lack of funds.

“Tonight in ruined Warsaw, 
nearly a million men, women and 
children are living’ in squalid 
holes and dugouts—without food, 
without fuel, or warm clothing, 
or sanitation. 

“This month, the month in 
which we celebrate Thanksgiving 
in America, 10,000 people in War- 
saw alone will die of starvation 
and disease. It is not pleasant 
as we sit down to our dinners 
to know that millions of disease- 
carrying rats are feeding on 
corpses lying beneath the  un- 
cleared ruins of Warsaw. It is 
not pleasant—but it is tragically 
true.” 

Eisenhower spent 45 minutes 
before the Foreign Affairs Com- 
mittee. He told it: 

“The ravished nations of the 
world are looking to UNRRA for 
their relief in this period of their 
necessity. 

“If UNRRA were to fail them, 
they could not help but feel that 
not only had the United States 
failed them but that the hope of 
solution of world problems, 
through United Nations action 
was an illusory one.”

From embattled Semarang, the 
British sent a motorized infantry 
company of Mahrattas to relieve 
besieged Ambarawa, where 10,000 
Dutch women, children and men 
were reported under attack by 
Indonesian extremists. Ambrawa 
was described as the current west- 
ern Java “hot spot.” 

En route with artillery, mortars 
and two tanks to relieve the small 
garrison forces protecting the in- 
ternees, the Mahrattas killed 18 
Indonesians and one Japanese de- 
serter in clearing out a bunker 
just outside Semarang blocking the 
25-mile road leading south to Am- 
barawa. One Mahratta was killed. 

A Gurkha batallion, dispatched 
from Mageland to Ambarawa, 
fought a nightlong battle with In- 
donesians near Ambarawa, and 
the British estimated 150 Nation- 
alists were killed or wounded. 
There were 10 Gurkha casualties. 
JAPS MEET RESISTANCE 

Japanese troops directed to 
Clear kampongs (suburban areas) 
on the eastern side of Semarara, 
were meeting resistance, and they 
attacked briskly during the morn- 
ing. 

A British spokesman said the 
Japanese, like the British forces, 
Were permitted to shoot anyone 
bearing arms, but they ha-e been 
“very good” about taking Indone- 
sians prisoners rather than killing 
them. 

The Japanese troops ignored In- 
donesian pamphlets asking in poor 
Japanese: “Why are you fighting 
with the British? The Japanese 
and Indonesians are friends.” 

Soerabaja, the big naval bare 
175 miles east of Semarang, re- 
mained relatively quiet. The dawn 
artillery fire was confined to half 
a dozen rounds. 

A British communique said nine 
Indonesians were killed in shoot- 
ing affrays in Batavia. The streets 
of the capital were being patrol- 
led by Mahrattas, aided by tanks. 

Unrest was reported in several 
other cities, including Bandoeng. 

Allied officers said Indonesians 
in Bandoeng appeared determined 
to interfere with the work of 
Rapwi, the organization caring for 
internees and former Allied pris- 
oners of war. Shopkeepers and 
farmers were being intimiated 


and Eurasians being cut off, the 
officers said.

Monument To Mark Georgia Birth 
Ot FDR's Decision on Career

WARM SPRINGS, Ga., Nov. 22. 
The spot of Georgia earth on 
which Franklin Roosevelt, Warm 
Springs Foundation patient, made 
the momentous decision which 
led him to become Franklin Roose- 
velt, world statesman, was broken 
here Thursday for the erection of 
a simple memorial marker com- 
memorating the launching of the 
late President’s brilliant political 
career.

AFTER BLOOD-TINGLING THANKSGIVING 


A bullying wind kept most Atlantans indoors yesterday, but 
it was fine weather for hunting and sportsmen were out in 
force.

Papers relating to the conspir- 
acy count in the indictment 
against the major Nazi war crim- 
inals include a “testament” de 
clared spurious which the Nazis 
published under Hindenburg’s 
name, 

FEARED HITLER COUP 

Von Papen told Dodd and the 
international tribunal that Hin- 
denburg’s warning against consoli- 
dation of the two high offices was 
promoted by the obvious danger 
that Hitler would attempt to have 
himself elected Reich president or 
else promote the acquisition of 
this post by one of his followers. 

“Both possibilities had to be 
prevented,” Von Papen said. “As 
an alternative, it seemed best to 
restore the constitutional mon- 
archy.” 

Van Papen said he then broach- 
ed the matter to Hitler, who seem- 
ed to be completely in favor of 
the idea. Hitler frequently had 
voiced admiration for Prussia’s 
rulers, he said. 

“It is a good idea to consider 
restoration of the monarchy,” Von 
Papen quoted Hitler as saying. 
“We can do it as soon as I have 
restored order to the Reich reason- 
ably well. The monarchy must 
have a good start.” 

Von Papen said he went straight 
to Hindenburg and suggested that

TELEGRAM TO TRUMAN 
Wife Ailing, 
Family Asks 
GI's Return 


An appeal to the President of 
the United States to hasten the 
return of a Marietta soldier serv- 
ing overseas to the bedside of his 
wife, seriously ill in a Marietta 
hospital, went over telegraph wires 
Thanksgiving Day. 

Sgt. Reynold W. Moon, of the 
277th Engineer combat battalion 
in France is urgently needed at 
home, his anxious family feels. 
Because his asthma-stricken young 
wife and 22-month-old baby are 
helpless to do anything about the 
situation, they hope President Tru- 
man will get some action. 

“Granddad”—J, T. Moon, farm- 
er, who resides eight miles east of 
Marietta—signed the telegram to 
Truman urging that his soldier son 
be sent home by plane. 

Moon explained that Mrs. Louise 
Moon, 21-year-old wife of the ser- 
geant, has been hospitalized for 
the fourth time within six months. 
Baby Joan, born while her father 
was stationed at Camp Shelbyville, 
Tenn., is also suffering from astli- 
ma. Red Cross affidavits, testify- 
ing to Mrs. Moon’s critical condi- 
tion have been forwarded by air 
mail special delivery to the ser- 
geant, but families of the couple 
are growing alarmed at delay in 
response, 

“We're afraid if they send Rey- 
nold home by boat, he won’t get 
here in time,” explained Mrs. H. 
C. Berry, sister of the serviceman, 
who is helping nurse his wife. 
“We're hoping President Truman 
will help us get him home by 
plane.” 

Sgt. Moon is 22 years of age and 
has been overseas since last Octo- 
ber. The couple, natives of Cobb 
county, were married in April, 1942.

Remember what happened after the 
last war? 


An estimated six million people lost 
their jobs. 


More than a hundred thousand busi- 
nesses went bankrupt. 


Four hundred and fifty-three thousand 
farmers lost their land through foreclosure. 


The total estimated ‘loss was sixteen 
billion dollars, or *nearly a hundred and 
fifty dollars each for every man, woman 
and child in the country. 


All that was caused by inflation. 


Too many people with too much cash 
money were bidding for goods before nor- 
mal production could be resumed. 


Retail prices on building materials, for 
instance, increased 238 per cent before 
they finally crashed in June 1920. 


This time, thanks largely to OPA, 
prices have advanced much less than dur- 
ing the course of the first world war. 
During World War One, average prices 
jumped 108 per cent as against 31 per 
cent over the same period this time. And 
only a ninth of the present increase came 
after the “hold the line” order of May, 


1943. 


Unfortunately, however, inflation 
seems to be gaining. 


Pressures are being brought to relax 
wage and price ceilings prematurely. Un- 
scrupulous manufacturers are profiteering 
by down-grading their products or by is- 
suing wildcat brands upon which no ceil- 
ings have been set. 


Moreover, the inflationary pressure on 
the part of the consumer is greater than 
ever. Liquid assets in the hands of the 
public are currently estimated at 300 bil- 
lion dollars, eight to ten times that which 
brought about the disaster of 25 years 
ago. 


Runaway inflation is threatening us. 
It can be staved off only by utilization 
of every possible defense. Price and wage 
controls must be retained and individuals 
must refrain from paying black-market 
prices. 


Uncontrolled inflation is a danger to 
every American with a savings account 
or insurance policy, with government 
bonds or currency. Nobody profits from 
inflation because inflation destroys every- 
thing it touches. 


Hold on to your savings until goods 
are back on the market in quantity, until 
production catches up and competition 
controls the market. 


Remember what happened after the 
last war.

When Hitler once told her he was thinking about taking 
her out of the office where she worked, she confided to her diary 
that she was overjoyed at the prospect of not having to work. 
She indulged in furious, petty little rages. She contemplated 
suicide, She asked if proof of the terrific love he voiced for her 
was evidenced by the fact he had not spoken to her in three 
months. She took a delight in pointing out that another of 
Hitler’s women had fat legs and was too buxom generally. 
She added Hitler would worry the pounds off his new excitement. 
It is an empty little document. 


This was early in her career as one of the women 
Beginning favored by the Fuehrer’s attentions. Perhaps more 
documents will be found. 

There are in this one some evidences of shrewdness and ambi- 
tious planning. It may well be that, as the temple of Naziism fell 
about them, with the sound of enemy guns and bombs giving the 
scene the Wagnerian touch Hitler liked so well, they were married 
and then died, suicides. : 

As his world crashed, he may have turned to Eva, who, by that 
time certainly, had got her love nest and, one may assume, the 
dachshund.

A Fact We All Know 


Stupid, dumb and incapable of reason must 
be the individual who does not know, today, 
that the men responsible for Germany’s fright- 

ful outrage upon humanity have committed crime most heinous. 


All the world knows the leaders of Nazidom conspired and 
plotted to perpetrate murders and deeds so vile, against humanity 
en masse, that if we had not the incontrovertible evidence, human 
reason could not accept the truth. 

All the world knows the Hitler associates constitute a terrorist 
gang different only in degree from the gangs of killers who have 
defied, for their little time, the local law in this country. 

All the world knows. All the world despises these foul things 
in the shapes of men. All the world recognizes there is no possible 
punishment to fit the crimes of which they are charged and of 
which there is no doubt they are guilty. 

Nevertheless it 1s necessary that the formality of the trial, now 
begun at Nuernberg, erstwhile Nazi shrine city, be carried through. 
For we are not barbarians. We are civilized people and every- 
thing must be done in accordance with the law. 

The law? There is no law, as yet, for the conduct of such a 
trial. It is unique, the first court of its kind. But it is necessary 
that there be a law to deal with criminals so foul. And so the 
trial, as it proceeds, will establish the law, will enact a precedent 
which shall remain forever as a warning to others who may, in 
years to come, be overtempted into another saturnalia of blood and 


lust and terror.

Logic Should Guide Our Destiny 


If I seriously ask myself what is wrong with our foreign policy, 
which, with “the greatest armed force the world has ever seen,” 
does nothing but take positions from which later ignominiously to 
retreat, I trace it to the American education of the last generation. 

We have become a people without training in systematic 
thought, without a historical sense, without logic. We have all 
become pragmatists, in a sense never envisaged by William James. 
We “try anything once,” leap before we look, hope for the best, 
and trust the gods who love America to pull us out of jams. 

Never, at the critical moments, do we (or our thoroughly rep- 
resentative leaders) approach any issue with the foresight born, 
not of clairvoyance, but of hard intellectual logic. Never, at the 
critical moment—before the catastrophe—do we ask the right ques 
tions, and survey and test, by intellect, alternative answers. 

We live by trial and error, and call it the “scientific method.” 
That is why our pure science comes to us from other educational 
systems, for science does not “try anything once,” but only that 
which, according to exacting logical processes, seems likely to 
succeed. 

We do not even “live and learn.” We seem to have lost the 
power to generalize from the particular. The effect of our educae 
tion, which consists of imparting vast amounts of disparate in- 
formation, is that we do not know what any information means. 
It clutters our brains and deprives us of even the naive observation 
of our senses. We are thus bereft even of “common” ‘sense. 

: : With the German example fresh before our mind 
Like Nazis of armed expansion as an implement of ideologic 
revolution, we are asking ourselves, “What is Russia up to?” and 
again comforting ourselves with the thought that what we think 
we see cannot possibly be there. 

Few of our policy makers, it is glaringly apparent, nave taken 
the trouble to study Russian history prior to the bolshevik revo- 
lution, or Soviet and international Communist policy since, or follow 
the backing and filling of the latter to observe whether any of 
its deviations are really deviations at all. 

Thus they apparently see no connection between the fact that 
the Soviet agent, Earl Browder, was isolationist prior to 1941; was 
for far-reaching co-operation with the Allies, even to the extent 
of a no-strike policy, through late 1941, ’42, 43 and °44; was then 
purged, following victory; is now succeeded by William Z. Foster, 
who is for strikes, for American isolation, for the demobilization 
of our Army, and for the withdrawal of our troops from Europe 
and Asia, and who, the other day, described the President of the

The Soviets, having suspended world revolutionary plans while 
they needed the aid of bourgeois states, and having, through a 
series of “friendly” agreements, vastly expanded in Europe and 
Asia, greatly increasing resources and manpower and fortifying 
their strategical positions west and east, have resumed their never- 
abandoned world revolution, now extended without their borders 
with immense armed force. On strategy it exactly follows Hitler 
except that it is addressed to different classes. For “New Order,” 
read “New Democracies”; for “Quisling,” read “Friendly govern- 
ment”; for “Pan-Germanism,” read “Pan-Slavism”™: for “The Master 
Race,’ read “The Master Idea”; and for “Communist”—indiscrimi- 
nately applied to every opponent—-read “Fascist.” Nor is this revo 
lution necessarily Communist on the Russian pattern—certainly it 
is not yet. 


: We got ourselves into this position by a 
Faulty Agreements series of agreements which were deti- 
cient in all exact definitions. Our leaders accepted the partition 
of Poland, without a stricture on how it should be carried out; 
agreed to “free elections,” without establishing conditions to pre 
vent forced plebisicites; admitted Soviet “spheres,” without pro- 
viding for their military neutralization: and armed guerrillas ag 
liberators, without assuring against their use of our arms to estabe 
lish themselves in unchallengeable power.

All of which means that when 
members of the staff of such.a 
newspaper get together and pro- 
duce a book on journalism, it 
should be a volume which speaks 
with authority and reflects the 
best in current practice. And that 
is just what has happened. The 
book is called “The Newspaper: 
Its Making and Its Meaning” 
(Scribners). It is written by the 
top men in all departments of the 
Times, and it conveys the spirit, 
as well as principles, of those who 
make the paper which carries “all 
the news that is fit. to print.” 

SUCH A BOOK IS, of course, 
required reading for journalism 
students, especially those who plan 
to enter newspaper or press as- 
sociation work. But it is also a 
book for the general public—the 
intelligent lay reader who would 
know.more about a great social in- 
stitution which affects everyone 
vitally and which is inseparably 
intertwined with all the basic con- 
cepts of freedom and democracy. 
In. the language of Henry Ward 
Beecher, “Everyone of us... Sati- 
ates himself every day with the 
newspaper. It is the parent, school, 
colle ,e, theater, pulpit, example, 
counsellor, -ll in one. Every drop 
in our blood is eolored by it.” Or, 
as Junius of old put it, “Let it be 
impressed upon your minds, let it 
be instilled into your children, that 
the liberty of the press is the pal- 
ladium: of all civil, political and 
religious right of free men.” 

Journalism is as much a con- 
sumer’s as a producer’s subject, 
and it is as important that readers 
understand the underlying con- 
cepts of American journalism as it 
is for would-be workers in the 
field to be acquainted with these.

Banish 
thought. It is one of the most lib- 
eral-minded, tolerant and forgive- 
and-forgetting places you could 
find. But history is history and 
it might as well be set down 
straight. 

CARPETBAGGERS FOOLED 

Douglas county wasn’t named 
for Frederick Douglass, the slave 
who later became prominent as 
an anti-slavery orator and a lead- 
er in the “underground railway” 
movement via which hundreds of 
slaves were spirited north. 

It might well have been that 
there was some ‘sort of feint in 
his direction in the legislature of 
1870—the Republican legislature 
which the carpetbaggers put in, 
you recall. Some of the Confed- 
erates who had just returned 
home to Campbell and Carroll 
counties had the idea of going into 
business themselves as a separate 
county. They’d have to get a law 
passed to get their county carved 
out and that would take a little 
chicanery, you might say. 

But southerners of that day 
weren’s against pulling a little 
legislative legerdemain to push 
through what they wanted in the 
carpetbag legislature. So they 
started talking about naming their 
new county “Douglas,” a magic 
name among the Republicans of 
that. day. The Douglas the Con- 
feds were raving about, however, 
wasn’t Frederick Douglass, as the 
Republicans supposed, but Steph- 
en A. uglas, the Democrat who

sorts. Among the people who vis- 
ited the resort, to drink the lithia 
water and take its salt baths, were 
Joel Chandler Harris, Gen. Long- 
street and Presidents ‘Harrison 
and Cleveland. 

The hotel was one of the na- 
tion’s first structures to install 
electric lights, which in those days 


were an attraction almost equal- 


ling the resort’s magic waters, The | 
hotel was destroyed by fire in 
1912 and since that time Lithia 


Springs has gone into eclipse.

Pecan Gathering Device 
Promising for Georgians

McRAE, Ga., Nov. 22.—This little city and its environs, noted as 


a pecan section, are interested—in 
probability that much of the futur 
by machinery. 

A group, including some of the 
leading pecan growers of this sec- 
tion, was shown a few days ago 
a new and economical way to gath- 
er these favorite nuts by Dr. W. H. 
Born, old-time resident of McRae. 
He demonstrated in his large near- 
by pecan grove two pieces of 
machinery invented by himself 
and T. H. Brown, his farm super- 
intendent for the past 23 years. 
The demonstration was made in 
gathering his crop of nuts. 

The doctor showed how it was 
possible for eight people to gather 
more nuts in one day than 80 peo- 
ple could gather by the old meth- 
od—knocking the nuts from the 
trees with a long pole and then 
paying men, women and children 
so much a pound to pick them up. 
This process is still used By many 
growers. 

METHODS COMPARED 

In making the demonstration, 
Dr. Born first followed the plan 
used by some other pecan grow- 
ers—the shaking of loaded nut 
trees by means of a cable attached 
to a tractor. This gives a moment 
or two of violent vibration, enough 
to cause practically all the pecans 
on the tree to pour down like a 
shower of hail. This shaking does 
not do the slightest damage to the

and was first used in Georgia by 
Dr. Born. 

But even this shaking method, 
leaving the tedious job of picking 
the nuts from the ground, did not 
go far enough to suit Dr. Born in 
its economy and aid in gathering a 
big crop. It followed that he and 
his farm superintendent, aided by 
E. C. Ryals Jr., a mechanical engi- 
neer of McRae, invented two addi- 
tional machines, used now in the 
Born grove, and for which patents 
are pending. 

INGENIOUS MACHINE 

One of these new machines is a 
piece of mechanism fastened to 
the front of the tractor—the same 
tractor that does the shaking— 
and which does its work almost 
like a living thing. It spreads un- 
der the tree from a big circular 
drum two large sheets of. durable 
cloth, 25 by 50 feet each, upon 
which the nuts fall from the shak- 
ing. Then it right-about faces and 
rolls the big sheets up and dumps 
the 50 or 100 pounds of pecans into 
another small sheet, ready to be 
hauled by truck to the barn. There 
the separator—the other newly 
patented machine—is put into 
motion. 

A feature of the reel is that it 
does not drag the attached sheets 
on the ground, and by means of 
a contraption, called a “ram’s 
horn,” it folds the sides of the 
heavy sheets as they are being 
rolled up so neatly that no nuts 
can spill out. This process is 
quickly performed, only two or 
three minutes being required to 
spread the large sheets, shake the 
tree and then gather up the nuts 
in the big roll. 

To the barn then goes the load 
of nuts ready for the separator. 
Falling with the shaking process, 
of course, come leaves, hulls, dead 
twigs and other trash. They must 
be eliminated from the pecans. 
The contents of the smaller sheets 
are poured into a large hopper in 
the bottom of which are three 
long revolving iyons, operated by 
motor. These carry the nuts along 
tp the baskets awaiting them with 
all trash eliminated. The nuts 
pour out clean and ready for the 
market. The machine’s capacity 
is 1,000 pounds an hour. 

It is these two machines, first 
developed by Born and Brown, 
and built by them on the Born 
farm, that, it is believed, will rev- 
olutionize the growing and gath- 
ering of pecans. With them large 
crops can be much more quickly 
gathered, and the economy in 
machine-gathered nuts is shown 
when compared with a cost of 
three to five cents a pound for 
picking them from the ground, 
and only a small fraction of a 
cent a pound when gathered by 


machines. 
LEAVES, HULLS BURNED 

At the Born grove all the 
leaves, hulls and trash of all 
kinds eliminated by the separator, 
are burned. This is done to re- 
move the possibility of any in- 
festation that might injure trees 
or lessen the crop. 

As is well recognized, there is 
a growing demand for pecans. 
Georgia is one of the leading 
states in the production of the 
nuts of improved varieties. Ac- 
cording to the latest government 
reports, Georgia will produce in 
1945 a little more than 27 per 
cent of all the pecans grown in 
the United States, the figures be- 
ing 135,960,000 pounds for the 
U. S. and 36,850,000 for Georgia.
